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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Liventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily pubhshed under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US Pat. No. 
(6,323,846 Bl). 

Li regard to claims 1-6, in a computer system having an input device including an 
auxiliary control, a method comprising the steps of: detecting a first physical presences 
proximate (see the abstract) to or contacting a first auxiliary control (10) for a predefined period 
in which the first auxiliary control maintains an inactive state; and generating feedback 
responsive to said step of detecting, the feedback providing an indication of the fimctionality of 
the first auxiliary control. Furthermore, the above method provide tactile key or hand position 
feedback without impending hand resting on the surface or smooth, accurate sliding across the 
surface (col. 7, lines 13-15) and also generation of input signal is accomphshed by generation of 
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activation signals to a light or sound (acoustic) generating feedback device, and wherein the 
activation signals depend upon the kinds of input signals currently selected (see col. 75, lines 57- 
61) which all function as claimed. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 20, 21-24 provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 46 and 54 of copending 
Application No. 09/543,723. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because both independent claims 20 of present application 
and claim 46 of appUcation 09/543,723 directed to displaying a tool-tip responsive to touch of 
input device. Claims 21-24 identical to claim 54. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claims 7-19 and 25-31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
